— The Rovai, Asiatit Sdcrnv or (Jiir.Ai Huitain and IriKi.ASD 
is iiislitulvd for llio itivesligalioii and fiiicouragoiiimt of Arts, Sciences, and 
Liteinliiic, In relation to Asia. 

AuTicLF. II. — The Society consists o( Resident, Non-iesUlent, lionovnry. 
Foreign, and Corresjioiidiiig Members. 

Airnct.E III.— Members, wimse usual place of abode is in Great Britain or 
Ireland, are considered to be Hcxidcnt. 

Airrici.ii IV. — Tlio.se whose usual abode is not in Oreal IJrilain or Ireland, 
being, however, Itritish sidyecls, arc denominated Non-resident. 

Ainici.r. V. — Foreigners of eminent rank or situation, or persons who have 
contributed to the altaiinnent of the objects of the Society in a distinanished 
manner, are eligible as llonorunj Mcndjcrs. 

AiuTci.i'. VI.-- The (,'lass of luirtign Members shall consist of not more than 
Fiji!/ Mendiers; anil no person shall be eligible as a Foreign Memln r who is a 
llrilisli suhjcet, or whose \isual place of residence is in any part of the lirilisli 
dominions In I'.urope. 

Airnii.r. VI 1. — Any person not residing within llie Itritisli Islands, who may 
be considered likely to conimnnicalc valuable information to the Society, is 
eligible for election as a Corresponding Mend)er. 

AiiTKi.i; VIII. — All the Mend)eis of the Society, of whatever denomi- 
nation, UcsidenI, Non-resiitcnt, Himoron/, Forrign, or Corresponding, must be 
electc'l at the (ieneral Meetings of the Society, in the manner hereinafter 
described. 

AuTiri.F, IX. — Ilonorori/, Foreign, and Corresponding Members, when re- 
siding in Knglanil, have a right of admission to the Meetings, Library, an'l 
Museiun of the Society ; but are not eligible to its offices, or entitled to copies of 
the Transactions. 

Af.riei.r. X. — The Literary Society of lioi(d)ay is from henceforward to be 
considered an integral part of the Royal Asiatic .Society, under the appellation 
of the lloMiiAV ItiiANCH of die Rovai, Asiaiic Socif.tv. 

Aarici.F. XI, — The Komuav IIuancii Socikiv shall be considered (piile 
indepcnilent ol the Rovai, Amaik: Soc n.iv, as far as regards its local adnnnis- 
tralioii and the control of its fuiiils. 

Aiinci.r; XII. — The Mend)ers of the lloMnAV Hiianch Soi if.iv, whibr 
residing in Asia, shall be Non-residrnt Members of the Rovai. A>iaii< 
SociF.iY ; and when in Kurope shall be eligible for ricclion as HesidenI Mem- 
bers, in the same manner as llonornri/ Mcnrbers are elected. 

Auini.i. XIII. — In like manner the Members of ihe Ro>al Asiaim 
SoLiFiv, while residing in I'.nrnjie, are \iin-risidiut Meiiibers of the Domiim

the appellation of the Madiias Litbhauy Society and Au.xii.iAiiy of the 
KovAL Asiatic Society. 

Ai'.Tin.r, XV. — The AIadiias Litkhauy Society and Auxiliauy of the 
ItoYAi. Asiatic Society shall be considered qnite independent of the Itoy.ii. 
Asiatic Society as fi\r as regards its local administratiuii and the control of its 
funds. 

AnTici.r. XVI. — The Members of the MAnii.vs Liti'.hauy Society and 
Avxii.iAiiY of the HoYAi. Asiatic Society, while i'esidint<; in Asia, shall be 
^'mi-rcsitloil Members of Ihc Hoyai. Asiaiu Society; and, when in Kuropc, 
shall be eligible for election as licsiiliiil Members, in the same manner as 
Uoiioniri/ l\lembers are elected. 

Aiiiin.E XVII. — In like maimer, the Members of the Uovai. Asiaiic 
Society, while residing in Knropc, arc Konirsiilait Members of ilie i\lAiiiMs 
LiTEisAiiY Society and Auxieiaiiy of iIk; Hoyai. Asiatic Socii iy ; Iml 
when \Yitliin the presidency of Madras, shall be eligible as Utsiiloit Member;!, 
in the manner prescribed by the Ucgulations of that Society.

Article XVI II. — Any person dcsirons of becoming a Ucsideiil or i\<i/(- 
icsiiknl Member of the Hoyai, Asiatic Socii.iy, must be proposed by Three 
or more snbscribing Members, one, at least, of whom must have personal 
acquaintance with him, on a certificate of recomniendation, declaring his name 
and usual place of abode; specifying also snch lilies and additions as it niiiy 
be wished should accompany the name in the list of Members of the Society. 

AiiTn I E XIX. — A candidate proposed as a Ionian Member mnst be le- 
commendcd to die Society by live Members, or more. 

AmicEE XX. — The Conncil may, upon s|)ccial grounds, propose to a 
General Meeting the election of any roreigner of eminent rank and station, or 
any person who shall have contributed to the attainment of the objects of the 
Society in a distinguished manner, either by donation or otherwise, to be elected 
an Uononiiy Member of the Society ; and, upon such proposition, the Society 
shall proceed to an iinmedialc ballot. 

Aiutci.eXXI. — The Council may propose for election as a Coiicijioniliiif; 
Member, any person not residing in the llrilisb dominions in Kurope who 
may be considered likely to communicate valuable information lo the Society. 

AuruLE XXII. — Every recommendation of a Candidate proposed lor 
(lection, whcllier a licsitlciil, Noii'irsiilciit, Vnninii, or Conrsiunuhiig Mi'iubei, 
•ilr.dl be road al three successive Coneial Moelings of the Society. Afli'r llic: 
lii.sl reading, the cerliticale shall remain .su.ipended in the Mccliiig-rooin of llii^ 
Society till the ballot for the cleclion lakes place, which will Ix; iiunicdialcly 
alter the third reading of the ccrtilicale; except in the cases of the IMcmbcr.^ of 
the HiiAN<ii Society of IIomiiay, and the l.in.nAUV and Aoxieiauy Soch iv 
of iMai'iias, who are eligible for iinniediate ballot. 

AnTiciE XXIII. — N'o candidalo shall be considered a^ elcclcil, unless he 
has in his favour ihe votes of llirce-fourlhs of llic IMembers present who vole. 

Ainiiii: XXl\". — The election of every caiididalc shall be enlcieil on llic 
mimilcs of llic procecdin>;s of the Meeting at which he is cicded : but slioidil il 
appc.ir, upon inspecting the ballot, that the person pioposed is not eleclcd, no 
iiKTiliuii liicicof shall bo iiiserled in the iniiuitcs. 
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Aiirin.i; XXV. — Wlinii a ciiiulidalc is tlocltd a Ucsidcnt or Kon-raidcnt 
Member of (lie Socicly, the Sccrelaiy shall iiiforin him of his election by 
letter. 

Aiirioi.i;XXVI.— To an llonoraiy, I'oiri^ii.or Corresponding Momboi-, there 
shall he transmitted, as soon as may be after liis election, a Diploma, under the 
seal of the Society, signed by llio President, 13irector, and Secretary.

Mcn\bcrs, constitutiid for the management and direction of tlin affairs of the

Aririci.K XXVIIl. — The Odieers of the Socicly shall form a part of the 
C!ouiic.il, iiiid shall consist of a President, a Director, fonr Vice-I'rcsidcnts, a 
Trcasincr, a Secictary, and a l.lliraiian. The Council will, therefore, be com- 
posed of sixteen Members, besides the ofliccrs. 

Anvioi.E XXIX.— The Council and (Jtliccrs shall be elected annually by 
ballot, at the Anniversary Meeting of the Society, on the Second Suturduy in 
May. 

Anrici.r, XXX. — Eight Members of the Council shall every year bo with- 
drawn, and eight new Members shall bo elected in their places, from the body 
of the .Society. 

AiiTigi.F. XXXI. — The Council shall meet once in every month, or ofloner, 
during the Session. 

AuTici.r. XXXH. — At any meeting of the Council, Five Members of it being 
present shall conslitvile a qiwrinn. 

AuTicr.P XXXIIl. — ThoC!ouncil shall be suiinnoncd,mider the sanction and 
aiithiirily of the I'lesident or Director, or, in their absence, of one of the Vicc- 
rrc.si<l(!nts, by a circular letter from the Seerelary. 

Aiirici.r; XXXIV. — Tho Ouncil shall hiive the power of provisionally filling 
up vacancies in its own body, occasioned by resignation or death. 

Ainici.r; XXXV. — Connniltccs, for the allainmcnl of specific |)urpose3 
within (lie scope of the Society's views, may, from time to time, be appointed 
by the Council, to whom their rc|)orts shall bo submitted, previously to their 
being presented at a Special, or at an Atniiversary iMeeting of the Society. 

((iMMirii.r. 01 f()Uursi'ONi)i;N< I'.. 

Aiitici.F, XXXVI.— The Council shall appoint a Committee of Correspond- 
ence, to consist of a Chairman, two Deputy-Chairmen, twelve Members, and a 
Secretary ; with |)Ower to add to its number, and fdl up vacancies occasioned by 
resignation, removal, or death ; four of such twelve Members to go out annually, 
and he replaced by a similar number from the general body of the Members.

cnce art!, to receive intelligence and inquiries relating to the Arts, Sciences, and 
J.iteralurc of Asia, and to endeavour to obtain for applicants such information on 
those subjects as they may rerpiire.

AuricLF, XXXVIII.— The Council shall appoint a Committee of Pupera, to 
which all papers communicated to the Society shall be referred for examination ; 
and it shall report to the Council from time to lime such as it may deem eligible 
for publication, or to be read at the (icneral Meetings.

UKGULATIONS FOR 'IIIK 



KUNCTIONS or IIIK OIIICKIIS. 



Article XXXIX. — ^Tlie functions of tlie I'hesident are, to preside at meet- 
ings of llie Society, and of llie Council ; to conduct the proceedings, and preserve 
order; to state and put questions, according to llie sense and intention of the 
Menihers assembled; to give elfcct lo llio resolutions oftlie Meeting; and to 
cause the Regulations oftlie Society lo lie put in force. 

Annct.i; XL. — Tiie functions of the Diarcroii are twofold, geiicnd and 
sjieciiil. His general functions are lliose of a PirsUiiiff ()(liii:i; being next in 
rank to llic I'lcsidcnt; by virtue of whicli be will preside at Meetings when the 
President is absent, and discliaigc bis duties. Hi.'' special functions n^lale lo the 
depaiiuienl of Oriental Literature, whicli is placed under his particular care and 
superintendence. 

Aktici.k. XLI. — The duties oftlie \'u:t:-l'iir.siurNrs arc, to preside at the 
mecliniis of (be Society and of the Council, when the chair is not filled by ibc 
I'rcsidcnl or Director; and to act for the President, on all occasions, when ho is 
absent, and wbcu bis functions arc not iindcrlakcn by the Director. 

Ainici.KXLU. — The Tiir.AsniiKii will receive, on accnniil of and for the 
use of the Society, all monies due lo it, and make paymculs out oftlie funds of 
the Society, according to directions from the Council, 

Aimci.i; XLIIl. — The Treasurer's accoiuils shall be anditcd aunnally, pio- 
vionsly lo the jUiniversary Meeting of ihe .Society. 'I'lie Council shall, for that 
purpo.^e, name three Auditors, of whom two sbail be taken from the Society at 
lar'ic, and the ibird shall be a Member of the Council. The Auditors shall 
report lo the Society, at its Anniversary Meeting, on the state in which they have 
found the Society's funds. 

AiiTK 1 i; XLIV. — The functions oftlie Si.ciir.r.iliv are the following; — 

He shall attend the meetings of the .Society, and of the (Council, ami record 
their proceedings. At the General Aleeliiigs ho will read the papers that have 
been coinmuuicalcd ; unless any Member obtain permission from the (Jouncil 
lo read a paper that be lias communicated to the Society. 

He shall conduct the correspondence of Ihe Society, and oftlie Council. 

He shall superintend the person? employed by the Society, subject, however, 
to the control and superintendence of the (Council. 

He shall, under the direction and control of the Council, superintend ibc 
expenditure of the Society. He shall be competent, on his own respousibiliiy, 
lo (lisch.iige small bills; but any account exceeding the sum of I'ive J'oinids 
shall picviously be submitted to the Council, and, if approved, be paid by an 
order of the Council, entered on the minutes. 

He .<liall have ibc charge, under the direction of the Council, of printing and 
publishing the Transactions of the Society. 

Aimoi 1. XI.V. — If the Secretary shall, at any time, by illness, or any ollior 
cause, be prevented from altendiiig lo the dulies of bis ollicc, the Council shall 
aulbori.'ie the Assislaiit-Sccretaiy, or re(piest one of its Members to dischargo bis 
functions, till be shall himself be able to resume them. 

AitTici.K XLVL — The 1,iiiuaiihn shall have the charge and custody of all 
books, mainiscripis, and other objects of learning or curiosity, of which ihe 
Society may become possessed, whether by donation, bccpicsl, or purchase ; and 
apartments shall be appropriated, in which those objects may be safely deposited 
and preserved.

Aunci.r, XI, VII. — Every Kesiclciit Alcinbfir i,s required lo pay tlie following 
sums upon his elcclion, viz. : —

(UiilcHsliis election sliidl tnkc place in Dcccmliei', 
in ivlildi case the llr.st AiiiMial Snhscriplion 
hIiiiII not he One till the niiccoediiif; .Innnary.)

AiiiTci.E XI-VILI. — Any i)crsoii (.-lectcd as a Resident Member of the 
Society who shall |)rocccd lo the Cape of Good Hope, or lo any place eastward 
thereof, shall not be called on lo continue the payment of liis Annual Sub-crip- 
lion ; but his rights and privileges as a Member shall remain in alicyance, with 
liberty to resume them on recommencing the payment of the Annual Subscription, 
or paying the regulated composition in lieu Ibcieof.' 

AnTici.p. X[,IX. — Any person who shall henceforward desire to become a 
Non-rcsidcid Member of Uie Society, shall, on his being elected, pay the sum 
of Twciitij Guineas. 

If he subsequently become a HeMilenl IMeniber, he shall, from the time that 
he has fixed his residence in the lirilisli Islands, pay the usual contribution of 
Three Guineas per annum ; or, in lieu thereof, the sum of Ten Guineas as an 
equivalent for the composition. 

AiiTici.i'. 1-. — Any Resident MiMnber, whose permanent residence may be 
abroad, shall be al liberty to become a Non-resident Member, should Iho pay- 
ments he may have already made to the Society amount lo Twenty (iuineas, or, 
one making up that amount, inclusive of all his previous payments; and he 
shall be free to resume his Itesident IMembeiship on recommencing lo pay his 
Annual Subscriptions. 

AuTici.E LI. — Ihmorari/, Vnreif^n, and Corrcspondinf^ Mcnd)ers, shall not 
be liable to any contributions, either on their admission, or as annual payments. 

AiiTioi.i, LII. — Kveiy person elected i\ Resident Member of tin; Society 
shall nnike the paymi:nt due from liim within two calendar inoiilhs after tl e 
date of his election ; or, if elected a Non-resident Member, within eighteen 
calendar months after his eleclion ; otherwise his election shall be void : unless 
the (.Council, in any particular case, shall decide on extending the period within 
which such payments are lo be made. 

AuTici.r. I,III.— All iuinual subscriptions shall be paid to tie Treasurer on 
the first day of .lanuaiy in each year; and in case the same should not be paid 
by the end of that month, the Treasurer is authorised to demand the same. If 
any snb.scriptioiis remain unpaid at the Anniversary Meeting of the Society, the 
Secrelaiy shall apply, by letter, lo those ineinbcts who arc in arrears. 

Aiiiioi.E UV.— The publications of the Society shall not be forwarded lo any 
M'smber, whose subscription for Ihe current year remains unpaid. 

Article lyV.— The llcsignation of no Member shall be received until he has 
sen! in a written declaration, and has paid up all his arrears of Subscriptio:i, 
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or TlIK MUETIXOS Or THi; SOtlr.lY. 



Ainici.K LVI. — The Meetings of (he Society, to wliieli nil the mcmhers liaic 
admission, nml at wliicli the general Inisiness of the Society is transacted, arc 
ternietl General jMeelings. 

AiiTtci.K lA'lI. — At these meetings, the eliair shall be taken by the President, 
or, in bis abscence, cither by the Director or one of the Vice-Presidents; or, 
should these Oflicers also be absent, by n Member of the Council. 

AiiTici,i;L\'II[. — Ten Mvinhcis being prescnl, the nicetingslinll be considered 
as constituted, and capable of entering upon business. 

AiiiicLr. LIX. — ^I'he General Meetintis of the Society shall be held on the 
first and //tirtl Saltirdai/ in every month, from December to July, both ineliisiie; 
excepting on thesis* Sutmtliii/ in May, and the Saturdays preceding Easter and 
Whil Sundays and Christinas-day. 

Article LX. — The business of the General Meetings shall be, the proposing 
of candidates, the election and admission of Members, the acceptance and 
acknowledgment of donations, and the reading of papers communicated to the 
Society on subjects of science, literature, and the arts, in connexion with Asia. 

AiiTici.r. LXI. — Nothing relative to the regulations, management, or pecuniary 
afl'airs of the Society shall be introduced and discussed at General Klectiiigs, 
unless the meeting shall have been declared special, in the manner hereinafter 
provided. 

Articlf. LXIl. — Every member of the Society has the privilege of introdu- 
cing, either personally or by a card, one or two visitors at any General Meeting ; 
but no slinngcr shall be permitted to be present, unless so introduced, and 
approved of by the Meeting. 

Artioi.k LXHI. — The admission of a new Member may take place at any 
Gener.il Meeting. When be has paid bis ndmissiun-fee, and subscribed the 
Ubiigalion-Uook, the President, or whoever tills the chair, standing up, shall 
take him by the hand, and say : " In the nnnic and by the aulhorily of the 
Koyal Asiatic Socieli/ of Gieal Britain and Ireland, I admit you a member 
thereof." 

Article LXIV. — ^The Obligation-Book is intended to form a record, on the 
part of the members (by means of the signature of their names in their own hand- 
writing), of their having entered into the Society, with an engageinenl (distinctly 
expressed at the bead of the nago on which their names are signed), that they 
will promote the interests and welfare of the Society, and submit to its llegula- 
tions and Statutes. 

Article LXV.— The Council may at any time call a Special Meeting of the 
Society, to consider and determine any matter of interest that may arise; to pass, 
abrogate, or amend regulations, and to fill up the vacancy of nny oliico occnsionod 
by death or resignation. 

Article LXVI. — Such Special Meetings shall also be convened by the 
Council, on the written requisition of Five Members of the Society, setting forth 
the proposal to be made, or the subject to be discussed, 

Article L.XVII. — Notice of Special Meetings shall be given to every member 
residing within the limits of the Three-penny post ; apprising him of the time of 
the meeting, and of the business which is to be submitted to its consideration. 
No other business shall be brought forward besides that which has been so 
notified. 
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AiiiKi.K 1,XV11I. — Tlifi coiiis« of Inisiiicss, at Gciicrul Mtcti»ys,i\\M \«: as 
follows :

AuTici.F. LXIX.- — The Anniversary Meeting of the Society shall be held on 
the second Saturdtii/ in Miiy, to elect the Council and (Jlliccrs for the ensning 
year ; to receive and consider a Keport of the Council on the stale of the Society ; 
lo receive the lleport of Uie Auditors on the Treasurer's Accounts ; to loceivo 
the Iteport of the Coinmitlee of (joirespondcnce ; to (:nacl or repeal ngid.ilions ; 
and to deliberate on such other (juestions as may be proposed relative to the 
ad'uirs of the Society.

pnblif^hed subse((nently to their election ; and to purchase, at an eslablislied 
reduced price, such Volumes or I'arls as may have been previously publisbed. 

Airrici.r. ],XXII. — The (Council aie authorised lo present copies of the Tiuns- 
iiclioiis or Jminuil to learned Societies and distinguished individuals. 

Aitri<;i.r. I/XXI II. — Kvery original eoinmuoii:ali<Hi piesc.nted to the Society 
becomes its pioperly : but the aullioi, or eotitriliiilor, may leptililisli it Imhe 
moiitlis alter its publication by the: Society. The Council may publish any 
original communication presented to the Society, in any way and at iiny lime 
jmlged proper; but, i( printed in the Society's TiuiisuitioiiH or Journal, U\c<\i)- 
live copies of it shall be piesented lo the author or contributor, wlien the \'olnme 
or I'ait in which il is inserted is published. Any paper wliii:li the Council may 
not see (it to publish may, with its permission, be rcturne'l to the author, upon 
the condition that, if it be pttblisbcd by liim, a printed copy of il shall be pie- 
sented to the Socii:ty.

AiiTici.K L.XXIV,^ — Every |ierson who sbidi contribute to the Library, or 
Museum, or to llie(!eneral I'uiid of the Society, shall be recorded as a Ileiiefai'lor;

iirdons or Juiiriiiil. 



liv UEGULATIONS I'OU THU UOYAI, ASIATIC SOClliTV. 

AiiTlCLE LXXV. — No books, papuis, inoilcls, or olliei piopcity l)eloii|jiii|> to 
llie Sociely, shall be lent out of tlie Society's House, williout leave of llie C^ouiicil. 
F.vciy Member of tlie Society has a right, between the hours often and foiu, to 
inspect the books or manuscripts of the Society, and to transcribe extracts th(>rc- 
fron), or take copies ; but no stranger shall be allowed the use of the Libi ary 
without the permission of the Council.
